New York, November 5.—Belated 
returns gave the republicans the best 
of it today in the upsets in both the 
house and senate. But it appeared 
that final reports from all districts 
would be necessary before there could 
be a determination whether President 
Coolidge could expect a real work- 
ing majority in the next congress. 

Returns from 390 of the 435 con- 
gressional districts gave the repub- 
licans an actual majority—281—but 
in this total are included nearly a 
seore of the La Follette insurgents. 

The demverats, ineantime, had made 
certain of 170 seats and the farmer- 
lahor party of two 

On the basis of these returns, the 
republicans had made a_ net gain 
af 16 over the democrats, recapturing 
2) seats as against four now held by 
republicans, which was moved over 
into the democratic column. 

Brookhart Defeat Surprises. 

At adjournment last June, the house 
lineup was republicans 225, democrats 
207, and three scattered. 

In the senatorial contest, the most 
surprising tesult was in lowa, where 
Smith W. Broofhart, republican, who 
publicly repudiated his own national 
ticket, had conceded his defeat at the 
hands of Daniel F. Steck, a democratic 
lawyer of Uttumwa. Mr. Steck was 
generally credited with receiving sup- 
port from many regular republicans. 

The republicans, however, appar- 
ently had gained five senatorial seats 
on the basis of returns received early 
tonight. These were is Massachusetts, 
Kentucky, Oklahoma and Colorado. 

The democrats had elected eleven 
senators, while 17 republicans had 
heen chosen or had such leads as to 
make their election practically cer- 
tain. In the six remaining contests, 
all western states where returns still 
were coming in slowly, the results 
were uncertain. 

Magnus Johnson Beaten. 

In Minnesota, Representative 
Thomas Schill, republican, had a 
commanding lead over Senator Jolin- 
son, farmer labor. Johnson still in- 
sisted, however, that missing rural 
precincts would return him a win- 
ner. 

Senator Thomas J. Walsh, demo- 
erat, “prosecutor” in the oil investi- 
gation, was leading the field in Mon- 
tana with a sufficient margin as to 
make him appear reasonably sure of 
reelecticn. 

The result in both New Mexico and 
Wyoming was shrouded due to the 
slowness in gathering of returns. 

In Colorado, where two senate 
seats were at stake, Alva B. Adams, 
democrat, was leading Senator 
Phipps, republican, and Rice Ww. 
Means, republican, was ahead of Mor- 
rison Schafroth, democrat

Iowa Senator Reduces Ri- 

val’s Margin by Thou- 
sands as Late Returns 
Come In. 


Des Moines, Iowa, November 5.— 
The official canvass of ballots cast in 
Tuesday's election in lowa may be re-

Brookhart Wins Most Counties. 


The close race was emphasized by a 
comparison of virtually complete coun- 
ty totals tonight in which it was dis- 
closed Senator Brookhart had carried 
56 counties and 43 had gone to Steck, 
who carried all the more populous 
counties, including Brookhart’s home 
county of Washington. 

In the other state contests republi- 
can congressional candidates in each 
district were elected, according to the 
unofficial returns and the entire state 
republican ticket, led by John Hammil 
for governor, was elected by a sub- 
stantial majority.

In acknowledging the re- 
ceipt of divine favor, in contemplating 
the blessings which have been 
stowed upon us, we shall reveal tac 
spiritual strength of the natéon. 

The year bas been marked by a 
continuation of peace whereby our 
country has entered into a relationship 
of better understanding with all the 
other nations of the earth.

we could perform very great service 
through the giving of friendly coun- 
sel, through the extension of financial] 
assistance and through the exercise of 
a spirit of neighborly kindliness to 
less favored peoples.

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Of World Empire 
Declares Trotsky 


November 5.—(By the 
Associated Press.)-—- War Minister 
Trotsky, in a lengthy speech concern- 
ing the aims of the red army, today 
bitterly arraigned American “mili- 
tarism and capitalism,” which, he 
declared, were being developed into

America will try 
and foment trouble abroad to make 
European and Asiatic states fight 
against each other while American 
capitalists finance them as a commer- 
cial enterprise. No matter who is 
elected president, American militarism 
will continue to grow as high as a 
mountain. World bolshevism is the 
only real obstacle in its path.”

HARRY WOODRUFF 
DIES OF INJURIES 
AFTER AUTO CRASH 


Athens, Ga., November 5.—Harry 
Woodruff, prominent insurance man 
of Columbus, Ga., and one of Georgia 
university's greatest football players, 
died here this morning following an 
automobile accident last Friday night. 

Woodruff, in company with his 
brother Jim, Alfred Young and Jim 
Kelley, all of Columbus, were driving 
to Athens from Columbus for the an- 
nual “homecoming” football game, and 
when abut 12 miles from this city, the 
car turned over rounding a_ sharp 
curve and Woodruff, who was driv- 
ing, sustained a broken spine. Other 
occupants were not seriously injured. 
The victims were brought to a local 
hospital.

Harry Woodruff was known as the 
original “Kid’ Woodruff of Geergia 
football famé, having played on the 
Georgia teams from 1902 to 1905, 
making a run against Auburn for 190 
yards in Atlanta that made him fa- 
mous.

The best evidence I can cite in sup- 
port of the scientific observation that 
business is not nerve strain is the 
amount of business that is done while 
all hands are under the influence of 
tobacco. Persons who have to have 
their wits about them know they must 
not indulge in tobacco, which slows 
both perception and reaction time, 
The man who gets the greatest pleas. 
ure and the least injury from tobacco 
is the one who reserves his smoke 
until his day's work or play is done,

Lhasa: Where Butter Lamps Will Give 
Way to Electricity 


“T.hasa, capital of Tiber, the For- 
hidden City, which in all its existence 
has heen visited by only a handful of 
white men, is reported about to make 
a jump into twentieth century meth- 
ods by constructing a hydro-electric 
plant,” says a_ bulletin from. the 
Washington, D. C., headquarters of 
the National Geographic society, 
which quotes from a commubication 
to the society .from John

“Lhasa, the Place of the Gods, well 
deserves its name, as anything more 
beautiful can hardly be imagined than 
the vision of the sacred city set 
against its magnificent background of 
snow-capped mountains. Whether 
seen on a brilliant day, under a_cloud- 
less sky, during a thunderstorm, paint- 
ed in soft, glowing tints by one of 
the wonderful sunsets seen only in 
Tibet, or by moonlight when with out- 
lines softened and toned down, the 
Potala stands out like a phantom 
castle in ghostly splendor from among 
the shadows of its surrounding trees, 
all aspects are equally lovely. 

“The Potala is by far

The 
ent Potala was commenced in 
by the Grand Lama Nag-wetig 
sang-gva-tsho, on the same site 
former building; and there is no 
doubt. I think, that the city is an 
ancient one and was in_ existence 
tmore than 1.200 years ago, although 
we can finds no records giving any 
authentic historical account. 

“The Potala dominates everything 
in Lhasa. The enormous mass of 
buildings, partly monastery, partly 
palace, and partly fortress, is built 
on a rock ridge which stands out in 
the center of the valley, commanding 
the town and dominating the land- | 
scape, Its architecture is 
cently grand, bold in outline and de- 
sign: it towers above everything, with 
its gray white walls and buttresses, 
its immense flights of steps and ter- 
races dotted with red-robed monks as- 
cending and descending from religious 
ceremonies; its dull madder-red tem- 
ple walls, with carved and painted 
windows, showing behind black brown 
vak’s hair hangings, surmounted by 
its gilded roofs and set in almost park- 
like surroundings of trees and mea- 
dows, with snow-capped mountains on 
all sides and the Kyi-chhu, the River 
of Delight, running clear in many 
channels through groves of willow or 
poplar. 

Interior Less Striking. 

“It is indeed a fitting shrine for 
the heart of any religion, and witb 
such surroundings it is diffieunlt to 
understand how the present form of 
Buddhism (Lamaism), as practiced in 
Tibet, could ever have sunk to the 
depths of degradation it has reached. 

3ut the interior of the Potala is 
curiously disappointing, as it con-! 
sists principally of a mfss of dark | 
passages and cells, a certain number 
of halls and flights of steps. 

“Among the larger halls were sev- 
eral striking ones, especially that in 
which was the gilt tomb of Nag-wang 
Lob-sang Gya-tsho: the dome of this 
hall extended upward through severa! 
stories. On the tomb there was a 
great deal of metal ornamentation and 
the whole formed a fine piece of 
work. On each side of the principal 
tomb were similar ones of smaller 
dimensions, those of Dalai Lamas, less 
notable. 

Gold Images and Butter Lamps. 

“In another room of fairly large 
dimensions the walls were lined with 
shelves from floor to ceiling, each 
shelf closely packed to its uttermost 
extent with images of Buddha. There 
must have been thousands of all 
metals—-gold, silver, copper, brass— 
and many were of very beautiful 
workmanship. In another chapel there 
were hundreds of golden butter lamps. 

“It would be quite impossible to 
give even a semblance of a plan of 
this conglomeration of buildings, and 
it would take weeks, perhaps months, 
to visit every part of the enormous
